quent reversion to the cadre and appointment to

(c) When a member of the Service holds an ex-cadre 
post In a time-scale of pay Identical with the time- 
scale of pay of an ex-cadre post held by him on 
an earlier occasion, his initial pay in the latter ex- 
cadre post shall not be less than the pay which he 
drew on the previous occasion and he shall count 
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the period during which he drew that pay on such 
last and on any previous occasion for increment 
in the stage of the scale equivalent to that pay. 
The Service so rendered shall, on his reversion to 
the cadre, count towards initial fixation of pay to 
the extent and subject to the conditions stipulated 
in clause O). 

(d) All leave except extraordinary leave taken otherwise 
than on medical certificate and the period of depu- 
tation out of India shall count for increment in 
the scale of pay above the time scale of pay appli- 
cable to a post held by a member of the Service at 
the time he proceeded on leave or deputation out of 
India, and would have continued to hold that post 
but for his proceeding on leave or deputation out of 
India : — 

Provided that the Central Government may, in any 
case in which it is satisfied that the extraordinary 
leave was taken by a member of the Service for 
any cause beyond the control of such member or 
for prosecuting higher scientific and technical stu- 
dies, direct that such extraordinary leave shall 
be counted for Increments under this clause. 

(e) The following Note shall be inserted with effect from 
the 1st November, 1973, namely : — 

Note : — Increments falling due after the 1st November, 
1973 shall accrue on the first day of the month in 
which they would have accrued. 

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Third Central Pay Commission recommended that the 
Increment of an employee should be granted from the 1st of 
the month in which it falls due instead from the actual date 
on which it accrue. Government of India have accepted this 
recommendation and has given effect to the decision from 
1-11-1973 vide Ministry of Finance O. M. No. 1 (22 E-TII- 
A)/73 dated 7-1-1974 read with their O. M. No. 1 (22 III- 
A)/73 dated 27-5-1974. It is proposed to incorporate this 
decision in the LAS (Pay) Rules and give retrospective effect 
to it from 1-11-1973. No Officer is likely to be adversely affect- 
ed by the notification being given retrospective effect.

scale in higher than the initial pay so fixed in the senior time 
scale of the Indian Police Service, be entitled to a personal 
pay equal to the difference provided that the State Government 
certifies that the promoted officer would have continued to 
officiate in the higher scale but for his appointment to the 
Indian Police Service.

the order m which the names of such officers appear 
in the Select List ; 

Provided further such certificate shall be given only if, 
for every senior officer in the Select List appointed to a non- 
cadre post in respect of which the certificate is given, there 
is one junior Select List officer officiating in a senior post 
under rule 9 of the Indian Police Service (Cadre) Rules, 
1954; 

Provided also that the number of officers in respect of whom 
the certificate is given, shall not exceed the number of posts 
by which the number of cadre officers holding non-cadre posts 
under the control of the State Government falls short or the 
deputation reserve sanctioned under the schedule to the Indian 
Police Service (Fixation of Cadre Strength) Regulations, "1955. 

(7) The basic pay of a promoted officer shall not In nny 
case, be fixed below the minimum of the senior time scale 

(8) Notwithstanding anything contained in any clause in this 
Section, the basic pay of a promoted officer In the Indian 
Police Service Time-scale shall not at any time exceed the 
basic pay he would have drawn in the Indian Police Service 
Time-scale as a direct recruit on that date if had been ap- 
pointed to the Indian Police Service on the date on which 
he was appointed to the State Police Service. 

(9) Notwithstanding anything contained in any clause in this 
Section, the pay of a promoted officer, whose pay has been 
fixed in the senior scale of the India Police Service prior to 
the date of publication in the Official Gazette of the Indian 

Police Service (Pay) Amendment Rules, 1978, 

in accordance with the existing provisions of the Indian Police 
Service (Pay) Rules, 1954, shall not be fixed in the revised 
senior scale of the Indian Police Service under the Section 
at a stage lower than the pay fixed earlier.

of such enhancement, 

(3) If a promoted officer appointed to the Indian Police 
Service on probation is confirmed in the higher scale of the 
State Police Service in which he holds a lien during the period 
of probation and there is, thus, an enhancement of his actual 
pay in the State Police Service, his pay in the senior time 
scale of the Indian Police Service shall be recalculated in 
accordance with the principles and laid down in Section I 
on the basis of his enhanced pay in the State Police Service, 
as if he was promoted to the Indian Police Service with effect 
from the date of such enhancement. 

SECTION III— FIXATION OF INITIAL PAY OF A MEM- 
BER OF THE STATE POLICE SERVICE FALLING 
UNDER RULE 4(5) 

(1) The initial pay of a member of the State Police Scivice 
appointed to officiate in a cadre post shall be fixed in 
accordance with the principles enunciated in Section I : 

Provided that if such a member of the State Police Service 
had already officiated in a cadre post with the approval of 
Ihe Central Government and in consultation wilh the Union 
Public Service Commission, as the case may be, his pay 
under this section shall be fixed at a stage not lower than 
the pay he drew in the senior lime scale of the Indian Police 
Service while ^last officiating in such a post subject to the 
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condition that the period of earlier officiation in a cadre 
post is in accordance with the provisions of rule 9 of the 
Indian Police Service (Cadre) Rule, 1954 ; 

Notb : In the case of a member of the State Police Service 
who has been officiating in a endre post from a date prior 
to the first day of January, 1973, his pay in the senior time 
scale of the Indian Police Service shall be recalculated in 
accordance with the principles enunciated in Section I, as 
if he was appointed to officiate in the cadre post with effect 
from the first day of Januaiy, 1973.

(4) Increments of pay in the senior time scale of the Indian 
Police Service shall be granted to a member of the State 
Police Service officiating in a cadre post on completion of 
one fuii year’s service on any stage of that scale ; 

Provided that for the purposes of calculating one year’s 
sei vice under this clause, — 

(i) broken periods of officiating service on n particular 
rate of pay which is in accordance with the provi- 
sions of rule 9 of the Indian Police Service (Cadre) 
Rules, 1954, shall be taken into account ; 

(ii) Leave, except extraordinary leave otherwise than on 
medical certificate, taken during officiation in cadre 
posts shall count for increment if, on, the expiry of 
the leave, the officer returns to the same post on (he 
same rate of pay and the State Government certi- 
fies that, but for proceeding on leave, the officer 
would have continued to officiate in the same or any 
other cadre post. The Gentral Government may, in 
any case in which it is satisfied that the extraordi- 
nary leave taken otherwise than on medicul certifi- 
cate, was taken for any cause beyond the control of 
the officer concerned or for prosecuting higher scien- 
tific and technical studies, direct the that extraordi- 
nary leave, taken otherwise than on medical certi- 
ficates, shall count for increment ; 

(in) Any period of service on a particular iate of pay 
covered under clause (6) of Section T, shall be taken 
into account ; 

Provided further that a member of the State Police Service 
officiating in a cadre post shall not be granted an increment 
in the Senior Time scale of the Indian Police Service unless 
he completes an aggregate period of eight yeai’s service in 
the State Police Service. 

(5) The pay of a member of the State Police Service officiat- 
ing in a cadre post and such an officiation has been held by 
the Central Government in consultation with the Union Public 
Service Commission, wherever necessary, to be not in accord- 
ance with the provision of Rule (9) of the Indian Police 
Service (Cadre) Rules, 1954 shall be regulated in the scale 
of the Stale Police Service, subject to any modifications made 
by the Central Government in this regard. 

(6) Notwithstanding anyihing contained in any clause in 
this Section, where the Central Government is satisfied ihat 
the operation of any clause or clauses of this Section causes 
undue hardship in any particular case, it may, by order, dis- 
pense with or relax the requirements of that clause or clauses, 
as the case may be, to such an extent and subject to such 
exceptions and conditions, as it may consider necessary for 
dealing with the case in just and equitable manner." 
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EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

The Central Civil Service* (Revised Pay) Rules, 1973, were 
issued to implement the recommendations made by the Third 
Central Pay Commission in respect of the pay scales of Class 
II, Class m and Class IV employees. They were given effect 
to from the 1st January, 1973, Government have since 
broadly accepted, with some modifications, the recommenda- 
tions of the Third Central Pay Commission regarding the 
pay scale in Class I Services /posts and the All India Services 
and have decided that except in respect of revision of pay 


or scales of pay posts which have been upgraded to Rs, 3,000 
(fixed) or above, the date of effect of revision ot pay scales 
in Class 1 Sei vices /posts and the All India Set sices shall be 
the same as for employees in Class II or Class IV, namely, 
the 1st January, 1973. The Indian Police Service (Pay) Rules, 
1954, are, therefore, being amended accordingly. (No officer 
is likely to be adversely affected by this Notification being 
given retrospective effect).

-In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the Picsident hereby makes 
the following rules rcgul iting the method of iccruitmeiit to the post of Project Officer (Fertihzei) m the Ministry of Chemicals ancl 
Fertilizer, namely : — 

1. Short title and commencement : (I) These rules may be called the Ministry of Chemicals and Fertilizers Project Officer 
(Fertilizer) Recruitment Rules, 1977. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay : —The number of post, its classification and the scale of pay attached thereto shall be as 
specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules, 

3. Method of iccruitmcnt, age limit, qualifications etc. The method of recruitment, age limit qualifications and other matters 
relating to said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications : — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, 01 

(b) who having spouse living has entered into or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable to such 
person and the other party to the marriage and there are othci grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the operation of this rule. 

5 Power to re'ax : Where the Cential Government is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by orders for 
reasons to be recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

6 . Saving ; — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, and other concessions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes 
and Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders Issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.
